ASSUMPTIONS:

1. Approximatey $121,974 was recorded in FY 2000 as general fund revenue generated from the sale of
information contained in the motor vehicle application database and it is assumed that would be
eliminated through the implementation of SB 293. Theloss of revenues would be offset by the fees
charged to recover the department’ s cost and expenses as provided in the amendments.

2. No decreasein the generd fund revenues from the sale of motor vehicle records (MVRs) and certified
driving records based on information contained in the drivers license gpplication database is projected.

The Department of Justice (DOJ) Motor Vehicle Divison will absorb the costs of printing new forms and
the changing procedures through established training schedules.

Operating costs would increase by $500 in FY 2000 to complete the rulemaking process including the
required public announcements as defined in the bill.

Additiond one-time operating costsin FY 2002 to the DOJ to modify the online MV R processes, update
the batch MV R processes, establish the required edits and flags, create a processto restrict certain driver
licensng and motor vehicle information, and update current motor vehicle programs are estimated a
$26,400 (352 hours x $75/hour) for FY 2002. A combination of DOJ programming staff and private
vendorswill be necessary to address the current backlog of more than 15,000 hours of programming to
comply with existing mandates and the considerable system maintenance that isrequired. Computer costs
to complete the programming are estimated at $7,260 (44 days @ $165/day). Tota costsin FY 2002 for
programming are estimated at $33,660 ($26,400 + $7,260).

New contracts will be required between the Department of Justice, Motor Vehicle Divison (MVD) and
the customers receiving them. The MVD will need to track their cusomersfor five years.
